NUERNBERG, Dec. 18.—()— 
The German army high command 
admitted secretly just before its 
last great gamble, the Ardennes 
counterattack, that Germany had 
lost 3,544,284 men killed or miss- 


ing in action—65 per cent of them 
on the Soviet front—in more than 
five years of war, it was learned 
Tuesday from a Nazi document. 


Prepared for the Fuehrer’s 
headquarters, this casualty report 
by the intelligence branch of the 
German army indicated that Hit- 
ler publicly told the truth about 
the low price in Teutonic lives he 
paid for conquering Poland, but 
was an inveterate liar thereafter. 


The report did not include 
wounded, as American Army tab- 
ulations do, but an attached note 
stated there were 729,031 Wehr- 
macht wounded and sick hospital- 
ized in the Reich at the time. 

Soviet officials have said that 
German casualties in the east, in- 
cluding dead, wounded, captured 
and missing, reached 12,000,000. 
The Wehrmacht report covering 
eastern operations up to Nov. 30, 
1944, listed 1,410,728 dead and 
907,050 missing. 


Military men estimate that the 
wounded usually number four 
times as many as the dead. Ap- 
plied to the Wehrmacht report, 
this formula would mean adding 
more than 5,500,000 to the dead 
and missing figure of nearly 2,500,- 
000 for a grand total of approxi- 
mately 8,000,000 in the east. 

Hitler’s last public remarks on 
Wehrmacht losses were made Aug. 
11; 1942, when he said 350,000 
Germans had been killed in the 
war up to that time. He gave no 
figures on wounded or missing.

1,241 TOURIST COURTS 


In order ta attract this kind of 
traffic. Texas has a large number 
of tourist courts, most of them up 
to the usual Southwestern stand- 
ard. In 1939, a survey turned up 
1.241 active tourist courts in the 
state, with 18,512 units. (There 
were thgn 151 inactive courts.) In 
that year, the total amount of 
money these courts took in for 
rooms was $4,571,000 against $2,- 
569,000 in 1935. (The money paid 
for rooms usually amounts to 
about one-sixth or one-seventh of 
the total tourist expenditure.) | 
The survey showed, also, that in 
1939 these tourist courts had a 
total payroll of $651,000.

“However, 
we must keep in mind that the average per capita income of 
the state government from each taxpayer is $21 per year, and 
that it will take 71 taxpayers to add one $1,500 clerk to the 
payroll, or six taxpayers to add a $10 per month salary raise.”

RETURN WAR DEAD 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.— 
(INS)—Congress has moved 
to bring home the bodies of 
the nation’s war dead for final 
burial beneath American soil. 

The house has passed a bill 
authorizing an appropriation 
of $200,000,000 for this pur- 

se. 

The bill now goes to the 
senate. It would place the 
task in the hands of the sec- 
retary of war. He would di- 
rect the return of Navy as 
well as Army dead. 

Rep. Sikes, Democrat, Flor- 
ida, told the house that as 
many as 300,000 bodies may 
be returned under ithe legis- 
lation. He indicated that this 
was the total number buried 
averseas. It will cost an av- 
erage of $700, he said, to bring 
each body home. 

The bill authorizes reburial 
in private or national ceme- 
teries in the United States of 
any service man who died 
overseas after Sept. 16, 1940. 
The next of kin will decide in 
each case the place of final 
interment. 

The house was told that the 
‘War Department intends to 
begin next spring the task of 
returning the war dead. 

Similar legislation was ap- 
proved cfter the last war, and 
as a result approximately 40,- 
000 bodies were brought home 
from France.

many in the years after 1933. 

Certain it is that already there are those who argue against any 
participation by this country in any agreement whatever with the 
Soviets. 

What is important to keep in mind is that the Soviets are afraid 
of us. 

It is human nature for the Americans to start in surprise at such 
a statement and ask why Russia, knowing we are a peaceful nation, 
not military-minded, unwilling to adopt compulsory military serv- 
ice, is afraid of us. 

It may be best to answer the question with the Soviet reaction. 
It is to ask when that country ever made a hostile move toward the 
United States; to point out that in 1918 American troops landed on 
Russian soil; but that in the time of our War Between the States the 
Russians lent the union government great moral support. 

Only by attempting to understand the other fellow or the other 
nation can we arrive at any basis for understanding. 


Motives It seems to me that there is an American tendency to 
be more reacting to the Soviets than of ourselves. The 
purity of our own motives are unquestioned by ourselves while we 
give a sinister aspect to motives of others, particularly the Soviets. 
We assume there is something sinister in Russia asking for a 
voice in the control of Japan when we won the Pacific war, The 
Russians, since the Japanese islands are next door to them and many 
thousands of miles from us, wonder how we would have felt if a 
Russian force had fought in the Carribean and had occupied Cuba 
and Jamaica, allowing no other ally to enter there. We announce 
at the same time that we will demand a voice in the affairs of na- 
tions next door to Russia, but we do not consult them as to our re- 
taining bases in the Pacific near the Russian coast. We act in China 
and condemn similar action by.Russia in other areas. 

The Soviets say we are very concerned about elections in the 
Balkans, but not at all concerned about lack of elections in Greece 
and Italy. 

So, while our motives are of the best, I am sure, what I wish to 
illustrate is that one has but to put one’s self in the position of seeing 
world pbdlitics from the Soviet viewpoint to understand why there 
would be suspicion. It is easy to see how a Russian isolationist could 
take those apparent inconsistencies and charge that our demands 
for democracy are one-sided and if not pure in motive might well 
be the establishment of an encircling bloc. 

Added to these geographic and political facts, are our radio com- 
mentators who nightly fill the air with fears about Russia: some 
columnists and editorial writers who openly attack the _ Soviets, 
congressmen who make speeches saying the two nations cannot live 
long without war. 

We hear and read and see all these things, yet when some Soviet 
alarmist interprets them as hostile and inimical, we tend to shake 
our heads and wonder why the Russians are so “suspicious.” 

What is important to keep in mind is that the Russians are peo- 
ple, that they are governed by a political party which must keep the 
favor of the people to stay in power; that their politicians and troops 
and officers are, like ourselves, subject to the usual human failures, 
ambitions, ignorances and emotions. 

Their political party seems as logical to them as that of Britain's 
to Britain and ours to ourselves. There is in Russia an anti-United 
States group and one which is anti-anything-capitalist in form. They 
are also isolationist, insisting Russia have no dealings with other na- 
tions. They correspond to our own like groups. 

There is no defense against the atomic bomb and war except an 
international agreement. 

No such agreement can be worked out on a sentimental basis. It 
must be one of reality. 

The only basis is one of fairness and understanding. 

If we can’t solve that then another total, all-out, atomic war is 
ahead for one of the next generations.

Lessens Loan’s Chances 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is ill.. Today’s 
column is by Jay G. Hayden, nationally recog- 
nized capitol correspondent.) 


WASHINGTON.—The. grudging approval which the British 
house of commons gave the proposed United States loan of $4,400.- 
000,000 has distinctly lessened the prospect for favorable eongres- 
sional action. 

Fighty-eight members, substantially more than had been ex- 
pected, voted against acceptance of the loan, and more than 200, 
headed by Winston Churchill, abstained from voting. 


The best that was said of the loan in the course of the debate 
was that it should be regarded as an unpalatable necessity—a hard 
bargain—resulting from exigencies of United States politics. 

“Some form of grant-in-aid, or an interest-free loan,” had been 
asked for, Chancellor of the Exchequer Hugh Dalton said, “but we 
were told quite definitely that this was not practical politics be- 
cause congress would not agree to it.” 


smaes f+ Opposition speakers ran the 
All Varieties of Criticism gamut of arguments critical of 
the loan. Norman Smith, a Laborite, called for rejection of the loan 
in order to signalize “a new war of independence—a war against 
domination by American capitalism.” He said Britain is being 
treated no better than “Germany under the Dawes plan after 
World War I.” 

Robert Boothby, a Conservative, declared that after lend-lease 
the proposed loan was like giving a man an airplane lift across 
the ocean and then, nine-tenths of the way over, dropping him 
overboard without a parachute. 

“You are handing world economic power to the United States,” 
Boothby said. 


° : Jennie Lee, wife of. Aneurin 
Demands Loan 5 Rejection Bevan, a member of the La- 
bor cabinet, described the Truman administration as “a govern- 
ment of hard-faced businessmen, who look as if they had done well 
out of the war.” She demanded rejection of the loan because it 
wouldn’t do “either Amerfta or Britain any good.” 

Commenting on all this, one United States senator remarked: 
“They're calling us Uncle Shylock this time even before the loan 
is ratified. What will it be like five years from now when they 
are supposed to begin to pay back?” 


sie To an old hand, who listened to the bitter 
Familiar Note debate over World War I debts, British objec- 
tion to the present loan is all too reminiscent. 

Britain’s potential assets then were far greater than they are 
today. As against her debt of $4,368,000,000 to the United States, 
she was owed substantially an equal amount by other allies. 

But still it was contended that Britain could not pay the United 
States. The reason she could not, it was said, was that the United 
States would not accept payment in goods, and buying dollars with 
which to pay would*mean bankruptcy for Britain. 


This condition pertains now, only more so. The 
same Outlook main argument advanced in appeal for Amer- 
ican help is that Britain has contracted $14,000,000,000 of dollar 
debts to countries other than the United States during the war. 

Made in the form of an interest-bearing loan, the. American 
advance, far from relieving this dollar debt condition, simply added 
$4,440,000,000 to it. 

This, in fact, is exactly the way the British representatives stated 
their case in initial insistence that nothing short of an outright cash 
grant, without interest and not to be repaid, could meet their need. 

Wherefore, it seems pertinent to ask, “If Britain could not pay 
interest and principal on a debt of $4,368,000,000 under post-world 
War I conditions, how can she hope to meet a slightly larger debt 
now?” 

It is because they believe Britain never will be able to pay and 
that ratification of the loan in its present form lays the basis for 
more bad feeling between the two countries that some thoughtful

Non-Residents 
Can Continue To Vote 


For the past 21 years, a woman from Gov. 
Arnall’s home county of Coweta, has been work- 
ing in Washington, D. C., and voting in Georgia. She has always 
kept her poll tax paid in Coweta county to retain her Georgia 
citizenship. Now that the poli tax has been repealed, she wants to 
know how she can retain her Georgia citizenship. .An assistant 
attorney general gives the answer, in an informal oral reply. It is: 
Just keep voting. If a person has been on the voters’ registration 
list up to now, she will remain on the registration list with the 
poll tax abolished—remain on it unless she fails to vote at least 
every two years. While nonpayment of the poll tax used to van 
many persons from voting, payment of this tax did not necessarily 
buy a person the right to vote. She had to prove her place of 
legal residence was Coweta county in order to vote, as well as pay 
the poll tax in former days. Now she merely has to show that her 
place of legal residence is Coweta county. 
actually has lived in Washington for nearly one-quarter céntury, 
she stiil calls Coweta county her legal home. A person living in 
Coweta county can vote in the national elections, while a citizen 
of the District of Columbia is disfranchised in these elections. 

While this person might have this as a reason for actually living 
in one city and legally living in another, Geergia counties have 
many absentee citizens. Many of them actually live in Atlanta. 
Atlanta is crowded with people who are not citizens of the city of 
Atlanta—people who vote in other counties. 

Many state officials and employes find it politically more bene- 
ficial to list their country home towns as their legal places of 
residence, although they have lived in Atlanta with their families 
through many administrations and have children in school here 
who have never lived in their parents’ legal residence. Some of 
these political citizens are seldom seen in their cities of legal resi- 
dence, except on. election eve, when they go there to try to influ- 
ence the voting and to cast their own ballots. 

This, of course, is true of only a small percentage of state offi- 
cials and employes. The pay of many officials and employes is 
eaten up in costs of transportation and maintaining two actual 
residences. Their families still live in the home towns, and the 
workers ride home every weekend.

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With the aid of Manny Williams we hauled our provisions 
up to Bryon Staffer’s house. Manny’s wife cut up the rockfish 
and put the shrimp on to boil. She also whipped up a batch of 
cornbread and put a large pot of coffee on the cook stove. 
Manny made a heaping portion of dry rice and we sat down 
to an evening meal fit only for old Ogeechee boys. 

In the morning, standing under the trees on the shore, we found 
natural duck blinds. The ducks winged low toward the marshes 
and our barking guns brought them down methodically, provender 
for the evening meal. 

We left Ossabaw with a few regrets. Back through the island, 
on the crushed oyster shell roads, we caught glimpses of deer 
and wild turkey. It reminded Mack Rozier and me of an ex- 
perience in the canals of the old rice fields. We were looking 
for a duck up a canal and then, at extreme right angles, in a cut 
near the bank, a flock of great English mallards suddenly took 
off straight up. They had the choice of flying over us or going 
straight up. And so they went straight up. It was the thrill of 
the quail covey rise magnified many times. 

Mack Rozier shot one of the mallards, weighing at least six 
pounds, and it crashed into the marsh. Never could find it because 
of the boggy nature of the ground. Sometimes the luck of the hunt
